Re New York alrtel to the Bureau dated 4/3 
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on the part of LUDWIG have been received during his residences 
In this area. An attempt was made to interview him In February^ 
1939« at which time he stated he did not care to dlscxiss his 
activities with the FBI and that should he decide ever to discuss 
his activities, he would contact the FBI office. He was again 
contacted by los Angeles Agents on 2/9/62, at which time he ad- 
vised that he considers himself a loyal American and was not 
connected with any subversive organization. He added that he 
did not feel that anyone had the right to inquire into the 
thinking of any Individual. Vhen informed that tte purpose 
of the contact was to solicit his cooperation by discussing 
his activities on behalf of and his affiliation with the Communist 
Party, he replied that he was not a menber of the Communist 
<^cu vjf cuju wiau li^ viuii/ as naa any uuormaT^ion wna'^Boever 

of value to the Government, he would Immediately communicate 
Buch Information to the proper authorities. When Informed that 
Infonnatlon conceinlng hla past Party activities would be of 
value, he evaded a direct answer by replying that he was con- 
vinced that no one had any right to Inquire Into an individual's 
thinking.

that there is no ieacership for the SCLC (Southern Christian 
Leadership Conforence) in Kev: York, that vjhat they have in 
ITevj York is a vrorkshop for fund raising. According to 
Levison, this (Eirmingham situation) is the one action 
that they (SCLv) planned in advance. Levison stated that 
they planned it in January In Dorchester, Georgia, but they 
forgot one thing • money^ Levison averred that everything 
v:as planned, dovm to the e::act tactics for each day, but 
they forgot noney. Levison mentioned that a recent ad in 
the *^Nev; York Tines" by the SCLC soliciting funds, v/as 
bringing in about $1,000*00 per day. He concluded by

Levison told King that he had a discussion with 
Clarence Jones, Chief Counsel, Ghandl Society of Human 
Rights, concerning setting up temporary educational 
facilities for the expelled students and going to the 
public and to prominent Individuals, to ask for contributions 
for this purpose. King thought this was a good Idea, but 
he hoped it would not be necessary as he felt that "we are 

Levison then suggested that King write a book 
concerning his experiences in Birmingham. Levison Indicated 
that King had previously discussed writing a paperback 
book in collaboration v;ith New York AttorneyJiiillairL 
Kunstler, but Levison feels that Kunstler is attempting 
to make a Joint venture out of the book and this is not 
fair to King as King should be the only recipient of 

Levison Informed King that Negro writer Ossie 
Pavls had told Levison that he would be glad to assist 
King -in a few weeks v/hen he finishes a movie script he Is 
working on. Levison stated Davis would only want a fee 
for his work, and that the book published simultaneously 
In clothbound and paperback editions would sell 150,000 
to 200,000 copies. Levison stated It would be "a sure " 

suggestions regarding the book.

The NOI is an all -Negro organization v;hich was 
originally orGanl:!f?d in I93O in Detroit, Michigan, KUHAMMAP 
claims to have beon selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead tha so-callec Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an Independent black nation

Which indicated that on that date Hariln Lather King held a 
discussion with Clarence Jones regarding the March on Washington. 
One matter discussed was the making of a record album which would 
contain the speech made by Martin Luther King at the March on 
Washington. Ohis discussion also included how the proceeds 
from this record would be distributed. Jones indicated that he 
felt that the proceeds should go to the three oivil rights 
groups equally and that King should discuss this matter with 
A. Phillip Randolph (head of the Brotherhood of Sleeping Car 
Porters) before he entered into an agreement with RCA, because 
the other groups would think that King was trying to eapitallBe 
on the March for the benefit of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) or for himself. Both men agreed however, that 
King and the SCLC would make much more money if they had the 
album exclusively . Ohey also agreed that the people would buy 
the album because of King's speech and therefore it would not be 
fair to split the money among the other organizations. It was 
also agreed that King would be in a difficult cesitlon in 
discussing this point with Randolph and that therefore Jones 
should discuss this matter with Randolph.^
